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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that McLaughlin does not teach 
an arrangement with a scaling unit disposed between a first display device and a second display device. Applicant asserts that the 
transparent aperture 6 is not equivalent to the claimed invention. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Claim 15 recites a "display device". In 
its broadest reasonable interpretation, a "display device" is any device part of a display mechanism or any device that enables viewing of 
information. The transparent aperture 6 is part of the display mechanism and enables viewing of information. Therefore, and contrary to 
Applicant's characterization of McLaughlin's transparent aperture, the examiner's position is that McLaughlin does disclose a scaling unit 
disposed between a first and second display device. Applicant argues that McLaughlin's lens is stationary and thus different from 
Applicant's invention, and cites a portion of McLaughlin. However, the cited portion does not indicate a fixed lens. McLaughlin discloses 
the need for an adaptable lens to fit a given area. This teaches a movable lens, contrary to Applicant's assertion. For the reasons provided 
above, the claims remain rejected. 
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
